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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Tthe claims are amended to contain new limitations that had not previously been considered on the record 
prior to the advent of a FINAL Office Action. Specifically, the limitations "sterrotaxically administering into the central nervous 
system... an implant, wherein the implant comprises an extracellular matrix and human cells" and the selective use of a "human CuZn 
superoxide dismutasse" are limitations that were not presented prior to the closing of prosecution on the merits. Since these are new 
limitations, they require new search and consideration with respect to the patentability of the claims; because this is required after 
prosecution on the merits has been closed, the amendment will not be entered. Furthermore, because these new limitiations have not 
been considered on the record, they do not make the issues simpler for purposes of appeal. Finally, Applicant's arguments are • 
rpedicated on the entry of the amendment; since the amendment is not being entered, Applicant's argumnets are moot. 
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
